The agreement referred is unquestion- 
able evidence that both companies are 
determined to build their lines to the 
Pacific Coast, and that they each de- 
sires to do so at once, without waiting 
for an aggravating series of legal con- 
troversies, covering a period of per- 
haps a year or two.

ENVOY FROM ARGENTINE REPUB- 
LIC IN LOS ANGELES.

Guillermo Dominico, Minister of Pub- 


Guillermo Minister of 
Public Works and Inspector-General 
of Rallroads and Transports of the 
Argentine Republic, registered at the 
Hollenbeck yesterday from Buenos 
Ayres. He has been sent out by his 
government to study the transporta- 
tion systems of Europe and America, 
and especially the railroads of the 
United States, with a view to the ex- 
tension and improvement of the Argen- 
time railroad system along the most 
modern lines. He is also especially 
commissioned to investigate the irri- 
gation system of Southern California, 
as the natural attributes of Argentine 
are almost identical with those here. 

Senor Dominico went direct from 
Buenos Ayres to Europe, thence to 
New York, and from there here, From 
here he will have to return to Europe 
to investigate the transportation sys- 
tems of Italy and France. 

While in the East he visited many 
large manufactories of railroadroll- 
ing stock, and he ie very much im- 
pressed with the superiority of Ameri- 
can railroads over those of Europe. He 
says that his report and recommenda, 
tions to his government will undoubt- 
edly bring large orders for locomotives 
and cars to American factories. . 

“Your railroad system is simply won- 
derful,” said he last night. Tou lead 
the world in transportation. Not only 
are the conveniences for your. passen. 
ger traffic beyond the dreams of other 
countries, and your roadbeds better, 
but the engines and freight cars can 
do twice the work of those of foreign 
manufacture. There are 10,500 miles of 
railroad at present in the Argentine 
Republic—nothing to your thousands 
here, but they are the most important 
factor in the development of the coun- 
Until recently all our railroad 


United States is pushing England out 
of the business, and we have felt the 
change down there. A few American 

coaches were introd a 
few years ago, and now our people 
will travel in nothing else.

ANTARCTIC ICE. 


Sugar Bark Nuuan Was Caught in it 
While Rounding Cape Horn Early in 
September. 7 

[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 8.—The first 
vessel to be caught in Antarctic ice 


this season was the sugar bark Nuuan, 


which docked at the Spreckels sugar 
refinery today, after a run of 129 days 
from Honolulu. After having encoun- 
tered two severe gales on the Pacific 
Ocean, she was caught in the field ice 
in the early part of September, while 
rounding C Horn. Far to the south 
the ice could be seen. The sea was 
smooth, and there was no of 
land. The weather was fair at the 
time, and this enabled the Nuuan to 
work Her way into clear water. Capt. 
Jossiyn, the vessel's master, calculated 
that the ice was about 800 miles south 
of Cape Horn. The Nuuan's run was 
over 14,000 miles. She is the first of 
a fleet of sugar-laden sailing vessels, 
bound from the Hawaiian Islands to 
Philadelphia and New York, which, it 
is said, are to displace steamers, which 
have’ have found the trade unprofit- 
able, owing to the long run.

CALVE’S “CARMEN.” 
MUSICAL VIEWPOINT. 

For about thirty years “Carmen” has 
held the boards as one of the best rep- 
resentatives of its class of operas, the 
modern romantic school.
